Emergency personnel work on fine 
tuning Emergency Operations Plan

Being prepared for the 
unexpected is what first 
responders, fire fighters, and 
emergency personnel thrive 
on. On Tuesday, Nov. 5 
approximately 40 members of 
the community from Hickman, 
Fulton, South Fulton and other 
areas of western Kentucky 
participated in an exercise to 
better equip themselves for 
a natural disaster such as a 
tornado, flood, or earthquake. 

After dispersing into 
groups of five, everyone was 
asked to handle the roles and 
responsibilities of an Emergency 
Operations Center (EOC) 
during a scenario involving 
a train derailment. The train, 
derailed at Newton Road in 
Fulton, was hauling everything 
from fiberboard to hazardous 


materials. 

Whatever skills each person 
brought to the table, they were 
to be utilized to fill the roles 
necessary to effectively run an 
EOC. The idea of the drill was to 
ask individuals to assume roles 
they might not be comfortable 
in, but be able to handle in the 
case of an emergency. There 
could be a time when Fulton 
CountyEmergencyManagement 
Director Hugh Caldwell and 
Deputy Director J.L. Atwill are 
both out of town. 

If they are gone during an 
emergency, who would be in 
charge? Do they inform Fulton 
County Dispatch when they are 
out of town? These questions 
and more were asked on 
Tuesday and answers to those 
questions should be included

Phillips School began in 1918 under a sycamore tree 


Recognizing the past is one 
way we can look forward into 
the future. Back in the early 
summer of 1918 under a large 
sycamore tree in the yard of the 
Freewill Baptist Church, Phil¬ 
lips School began. According 
to the Fulton County Historical 
Society History Book of 1983, 
a band of teachers dedicated to 
benefitting African American 
children through education con¬ 
ducted the school outdoors un¬ 
til winter of 1918 when it was 
moved inside the church. 

The school building erected 
through the perseverance of Mr. 
Edd Phillips, and named in his 
honor, was a big square building 
with three classrooms. In win¬ 
ter, whoever arrived first made 


the fire to warm the school. Pro¬ 
fessor Hayes, the first principal, 
lived nearby, as also one of the 
teachers. There were not always 
three teachers on a full time ba¬ 
sis. 

The first primary teacher 
was Lizzie Viola Nelson, Mr. 
Edd Phillips’ foster daughter. 
The first teacher for the middle 
grades was a Mrs. Moore. A 
Mrs. Dr. Polk also taught some. 

In the late 1920’s, Professor 
Plummer L. Nichols, who had 
been hired as principal. The 
couple remained at Phillips 
until it closed, (1966) teaching 
some four generations of Afri¬ 
can American children in Fulton 
County. 

The school was located on 


Hwy 94 near HWY 311. 

Additional history: There was 
an African American school 
in Fulton County as early as 
1875. In 1887, Steve L. Brooks 
founded the Brook’s Chapel 
School. He was the school 
teacher, as well as the pastor of 
Brook’s Chapel. The school was 
burned by Night Riders in the 
1920’s and afterward, classes 
were held in the chapel. Today 
Brooks Chapel Baptist Church 
is located at 230 Brooks Cha¬ 
pel Road in Fulton, Ky. There 
were other African American 
Schools including Riverview 
School. The first high school for 
African Americans was built in 
1905 with funding raised by D. 
H. Anderson. 


include an address by MVFCA’s

The Flood Control Association, 
which was organized in 1922, 
has as its objectives 
to seek Congressional 
authorization and 
adequate annual 
appropriations for 
the early completion 
of all flood control 
projects necessary 
for the protection of 
the Mississippi Valley 
against the maximum 
Weatherly pro bable flood and 
for the permanency 
of location for harbor facilities 
and industrial sites and to 
obtain deeper and more reliable 
navigation channels as well 
as to support major drainage 
improvements throughout the 
Mississippi Valley to provide 
protection against headwater 
flooding. 

Over the 78 years the 
Mississippi Valley Flood Control 
Association has held all but 
four of their meetings in New 
Orleans, Louisiana. Their second 
and fourth meetings were held 
in Washington, D.C. in order to 
assist in the passage of important 
water resources legislation. 

The sixth meeting scheduled 
for December 16, 1941 had 
to be postponed and moved 
to Chicago, Ill. because of the 
danger posed to New Orleans 
by German U-Boats operating 
in the Mississippi River. The 
location of the 70th meeting 
had to be changed to St. Louis, 
Mo. because of the devastation 
wrought by Hurricanes Katrina 
and Rita. 

Dr. Sam Hunter, Sikeston, Mo., 
who serves as Chairman of the 
ten-man Executive Committee 
that directs and manages the 
Association in accordance 
with policies adopted by the 
membership, has stated that 
the meeting will close at noon 
Saturday, the 7th of December 
following a Business Session at 
which time Officers to serve for 
the coming year will be elected.

For nearly five years, 
Kentuckians heard President 
Obama repeat one very familiar 
phrase: “If you like your 
current health care plan, you 
can keep it.”

The popular 1950s quartet 
The Diamonds, known for such 
famous songs as “Little Darlin,” 
“Silhouettes” and “The Stroll,” 
will be taking the stage this 
month in Union City. 

The group is the third 
installment of the 2013-14 
concert series for Community 
Concert Association of Union 
City/Obion County. They will 
perform at the Union City Civic 
Auditorium at 7:30 p.m. Nov. 
16. 

The Diamonds started in the 
fall of 1953 with four men from 
Toronto, Canada, who eventually 
signed to Mercury Records 
and put 16 hits on the charts 
of Billboard. Group members 
included David Somerville, lead; 
Ted Kowalski, tenor; Phil Levitt; 
baritone; and Bill Reed, bass. 

They, like most artists of 
that day, were not an overnight 
success. They worked hard, 
developing their craft, learning 
“barbershop quartet” singing 
from Reed’s dad, also a bass 
singer. Whenever possible, they 
would get together with a Detroit 
black gospel group called The 
Revelaires. As The Diamonds 
have said, “This was the group

that had the most effect on our 
singing; they taught us not to be 
so square.” 

With a performance and a 
win on the Arthur Godfrey 
show “Talent Scouts” in 1948, 
and a week guest-starring on 
Godfrey’s radio show, they 
soon were signed to a four-song 
contract with Coral Records. A 
later introduction to Cleveland 
disc jockey Bill Randle, who got 
them a long-term contact with 
Mercury Records. In 1956, they 
had four charted hits before their 
1957 hit, “Little Darlin’.” This 
was the song that made them a 
household name. It also landed 
them in the teen musical “The 
Big Beat” (1958), and they also 
sang the theme song for the films 
“Kathy O’” (1958) and “The 
Horizontal Lieutenant” (1962). 
Their contract with Mercury 
produced more than 60 singles, 
two original albums and several 
compilation albums. 

By 1961, all the original 
members had left the group, but 
The Diamonds still continued. 

Today, The Diamonds consist 
of Gary Owens — baritone (tenor 
sax); Jeff Dolan — bass (slide 
trombone); Sean Sooter — tenor 
(alto sax); and Jerry Siggins — 
lead (valve trombone).

Slugger Museum in Louisville 
is every bit a match for the over¬ 
sized baseball bat standing out 
front. Has its own hallowed 
displays, crooks and crannies 
of memories and glassed-in 
baseball lore. That’s before you 
see how bats are made. 

To get a look at Hall of Famer 
Bill Mazeroski valuables before 
an auction on Saturday, I went 
back to visit last week. 

The museum was abuzz. I met 
a fellow from north or Pittsburgh 
clad in a Pirates road jersey with 
MAZEROSKI across the back. 
Ray Baker was a kid when Maz 
hit the home run in 1960, but 
“Eve always followed him. Met 
him a couple times and Maz is 
just a great down-to-earth good 
human being,” he said 

For Mazeroski, it had to be 
bittersweet to watch a sell-off of 
the victories of his professional 
life. More than 200 pieces of 
gear would bring $1,709,892. 
That’s a million-seven. 

Ironic, a man who so 
frequently has shaken his head 
in disbelief at his charmed life 
in baseball, (1956-72, all as a 
Pirate), this windfall in his 77th 
year. 

By Sunday afternoon, a fan 
would say, “Could you find one 
person to say something bad 
about (Mazeroski)? I doubt it. 
Interesting that he thought to 
put all of this away.” 

According to the Pittsburgh 
Press, Mazeroski’s ‘stuff’ sold 
this way. 

a/ 1960 World Series uniform, 
$632,500. 

a/ Bronzed bat from Game 
seven, $322,000. 

a/ Bronzed cleats from Game 
seven, $97,750. 

a/ Gold Glove Awards - 1958, 
1963, 1964, 1965, 1966 and 
1967-$193,775. 

a/ A Roberto Clemente bat, 
nickname Momen, given to 
Maz, $86,250. 

a/ And, a 1960 Babe Ruth 
Award, $41,400. 

Context for you and me? 

Call to mind that apex 
moment in your backyard on 
a sunny day. Red Barber at the 
microphone, game seven of a 
World Series, you step to the 
plate. Then ... a fat fastball ‘up’ 
is coming, you swing and feel it 
immediately, that sweet spot! ”1 
got it all!” 

The ball sails ... and sails ... 
and well, in your mind, it’s 
still going ... high over an ivy- 
covered wall. 

The crowd is going wild as 
you run around the bases (too 
fast) in a jubilant fog you will 
wish to have back. 

Happens only in a backyard 
or Bernard Malamud fiction and 
our childhood dreams, doesn’t 
it? Except for a poor kid born 
in Wheeling, West Virginia and 
grew up in Tiltonsville, Ohio, it 
did happen. 

Ray Baker: “That night, after 
his homer, when everybody in 
Pittsburgh was still celebrating, 
Maz took his wife to Shenley 
Park and they just sat and took 
it all in.” 


[NOVEMBER]Under a blue 
sky, somewhere near Mud Lick 
in Monroe County, in a field 
or perhaps beneath a big tree, 
a drainage basin collects itself 
and births the Barren River, 
right then and there. It carves a 
course, as most do, past golden 
tobacco fields near Gamaliel, 
just south of Fountain Run, and 
a little north of Bugtussle. Then 
in due time, dammed to form a 
lake named also Barren across 
from the transplanted Lucas. 
Eventually after numerous 
bends and twists, our river 
reaches near the old Cumberland 
Trace stagecoach route, where 
McFadden’s Station operated 
a ferry across. Two brothers 
named Moore stayed here and 
then settled down a mile or two 
and established Bowling Green. 
It expanded somewhat. The 
Barren, undaunted, still flows 
past the history to Greencastle, 
now extinct, and a junction 
with the longer Green River at 
Woodbury in Butler County. 
From there, skirts Morgantown 
onward to Rochester, where a 
small ferry still chugs today. 
Then underneath a rusty 
railroad drawbridge at Rockport 
a little ways north. Near South 
Carrollton, who still have a 
steamboat as their town logo. 
And then, another junction, 
this time with the Rough 
River at Livermore, both now 
flowing under the span bridges 
of US 431 and later KY 81 in 
McClean County. Miles of 
farmland and coalfield betwixt 
the two. Beside Ashbyburg and 


Bill Mazeroski played all his 
Big Leagues days in nearby 
Pittsburgh where his best 
summer with a bat was .275 in 
1958. He was nicknamed The 
Glove and won six Golden ones. 
Then he made it to Cooperstown 
by way of a Ralph Terry fastball 
‘up,’ and a Genuine Louisville 
Slugger, Powerized 125. More 
than half-century later it would 
be worth $322,000. 

Who knew? 

America, I love this place.

KSP and DEA seize approximately 47 
pounds of Crystal Methamphetamine 


(Hickory, KY) - On Thursday, 
Nov. 7, the Kentucky State Po¬ 
lice (KSP) conducted a criminal 
interdiction traffic stop on a vehi¬ 
cle which resulted in the seizure 
of approximately 47 pounds of 
crystal methamphetamine with 
a street value of approximately 
$2.1 million dollars. The traffic 
stop was conducted on US 45, 
approximately 3 miles north of 
KSP Post 1 near Folsomdale. 

During the course of this in¬ 
vestigation, the Kentucky State 
Police and the Drug Enforce¬ 
ment Administration (DEA) 
learned of a large shipment of 
crystal methamphetamine that 
was destined for the western 
Kentucky area yesterday. Infor¬ 
mation from this investigation 
led to the interdiction traffic stop 
and subsequent drug seizure. 

KSP and DEA arrested Mar¬ 
sha L. Williams (55) and Charles 
B. Williams (68) both of Polk, 


Arkansas. Also arrested were 
Guadalupe Rojas Gomez (34) 
and Juventino Maurilio Rojas-

Secretary of State Grimes reminds of 
opening of 2014 election filing window 


Candidates who wish to run 
for office in Kentucky next 
year may begin filing, reports 
Secretary of State Alison Lun- 
dergan Grimes. Seventy candi¬ 
dates filed to run when the filing 
window for the 2014 election 
opened yesterday, Nov. 6. 

“My office is accepting fil¬ 
ing papers for candidates from 
across the Commonwealth,” 
said Grimes who serves as Ken¬ 
tucky’s chief elections official. 
“We oversee the candidate fil¬ 
ings for more than 300 offices 
that are on Kentucky ballots 
next year.” 

Kentucky’s six seats in the 
U.S. House of Representatives 
are on the ballot in 2014, as well 
as one of the state’s two U.S.

in a county’s Emergency 
Operations Plan. They 
discovered through the exercise 
that Kenney Etherton, Deputy 
Director, is responsible for 
filling the role if Caldwell and 
Atwill are indisposed.

and performed all assigned tasks 
to standard. Polk was granted 
the honor of leading his fellow 
graduates into the ceremony. He 
was one of three honor gradu¬ 
ates in a class of 158. 

A sapper, also called pioneer 
or combat engineer, is a com¬ 
batant or soldier who performs 
a variety of military engineering 
duties such as bridge-building, 
laying or clearing minefields, 
demolitions, field defenses and 
general construction, as well as 
road and airfield construction 
and repair. They are also trained 
to serve as infantry personnel in 
defensive and offensive opera¬ 
tions. A sapper’s duties are de¬ 
voted to tasks involving facili¬ 
tating movement of allied forces 
and impeding those of enemies. 

Polk, a 2013 graduate of Ful¬ 
ton County High School, left in 
mid-July for 16 weeks of rigor¬ 
ous training that saw 80 gradu¬ 
ates of his original 238 wash out 
before last week’s graduation. 
Polk was quickly singled out to 
be a team leader, and then pro¬ 
gressed to a squad leader, and 
platoon leader. “I was in charge 
of 64 soldiers, including my¬ 
self,” he says. 

At Fort Leonard Wood, Polk 
learned to use explosives and 
use a PSS14 land mine detec¬ 
tor for both friendly and enemy 
mines. He also learned how to 
identify which was which. “The 
most fun thing I did,” he says, 
“was use the Bangalore Tor¬ 
pedo to clear a wire obstacle. It 
caused an explosion the size of 
a football field . . . and I built it 
myself.” 

Immediately following grad¬ 
uation Polk traveled to his new 
duty station, Fort Bliss, Texas, 
and is awaiting his new duty 
assignments. “I went into the

That day an 
unknown World War I American 
soldier was buried in Arlington 
National Cemetery at the Tomb 
of the Unknown soldier. The 
name was changed in 1954 to 
Veteran’s Day, to better reflect 
the honoring of all U.S. veter¬ 
ans, regardless of when they 


served their country. 

Eighth grade students brought 
to everyone’s attention all the 
wars Americans had fought in 
and how many perished during 
those wars. 

Currently there are approxi¬ 
mately 25,038,459 American 
vetems living today. 

The message was clear - “Seek 
them out. Thank them. Your 
freedom is a gift from them.”
